The Coal 
nonton yesterday, and the whole day 
Was spent in taking evidence regard- 
ing the Strathcona’s Coal Co's mine. 

The cost of mining, the eight-hour 
day, the compensation law and _ the 
pay every two weeks were matters 
on which the miners were asked to 
give evidence. 

John McNulty, of tfe Strathcona 
Coal Company’s mine, was the first 
witness heard, He stated that he 
had been connected with the mine for 
about two years. The average daily 
output of the mine was 58 1-6- tons. 
About 30 men were employed in two 
shifts. 

In reply to questions of the mem- 
bers of the Commission’ Mr. McNulty 
stated that the shaft was 90 feet 
deep and the men were working about 
400 or 500 feet from the shaft. Mr. 
Hardy, the foreman, and another man 
were eating their lunch ine the boiler 
room. The -engine was shut down 
and the engineer was leaving. They 
Nad candles burning. The three o- 
ther men had eaten their lunch and 
gone down into the mine. The cage 
was level with the ground. The 
other two went down into the mine 


~ after they had finished their lunch. 


The fire was discovered by the en- 
gineer’s wife and she raised the 
alarm. The engineer aroused’ George 


Lamb, the day foreman, who went 
down into the mine to try and get the 
men to go to the back of the mine. 
The men became excited and all lost 
their lives, 


As to the origin of the fire, Mr. 
McNulty said the supposition was 
that the men had left the candles 


burning in the boiler room and these | 


started the fire. There was 
machine oil in the engine room. 
Mr. McNulty stated that there was

| He was on the day shift at the 
time of the accident, quitting at 3.80 
' Saturday night. He worked under 
;contract and could leave vhen he 
hiked. He usually worked from 8 
a, m,, until 4.30 p. m., about seven 
hours and a half, Witness said he 
worked about 300 feet from the bot- 


tom of the shaft, There was a 
good roof in the mine, systematic 
timbering being installed. They did 


not use any powder in the mine. 

Mr. Shaw said he did not know of 
an accident in the mine since he 
had been there, until the recent one. 
He saw the fire about 10.45 that 
night and he went there immediate- 
ly. The engineer and a few towns- 
people were there. He saw the en-

It cost them” fifty cents to 
deliver the coal on the car and a- 


round the city and they allowed $1 
for top expense, They sold their 
coal at $4.00 per ton in car lots, and 
$4.50 in smaller quantities. Their 
profits, therefore, were from $1 to $2 
per ton, 

The witness explained that the pro- 
fit averaged $1.00 per ton as it’ was 
not all good coal and they sold .the 
slack at $2.00 per ton. In reply to 
a question by Judge Sifton, witness 
said it cost $2.50 for saleable coal 
Mr. McNulty said the men were paid 
extra for hard places. They ~ased 
timber and steel rails, but he did 
not know the cost. On the outside 
they had two screen men, a man to 
cut timbers, two men to remove the 
refuse and two engineers and two 
firemen., The pit boss and top men 
were all on salaries. 

The average wage for the miners 
was $4.00 per day, and the average 
output 58 tons per day. They worked 
from 7.30 until 5.80 with an hour 
for lunch, or nine hours wow. 

They had very little trouble 
ting cars, only once having to 
their coal, when the shipping trade 
was cut off. They shipped on the 
©.N.R. and the C.P.R. The mine in- 
spectors, Mr. Smith and’ Mr, Fraser, 
were over to inspect the mine. He 
had seen Mr, Fraser there three times, 
They had a bath house at the mine 
but there was no charge for it. 
electric light plant was owned by the

place. There was no gas there. 
Besides the digging they paid ex- 
tra in difficult places. They were 
paid 380 cents per car. There was 
no yardage. The rooms were from 
ten to twelve feet wide, about two 
feet wider than the entries.
